This third in a series of Newman Internet-only currency auctions continues the offerings of historically 
relevant and fascinating notes from the renowned paper money collection of Eric P. Newman. The 
material contained in this auction includes early Colonial issues, including uncut sheets; Continental 
Congress notes; Early American fiscal paper and financial documents; Fractional Currency; Confederate 
currency; and Obsolete currency. 

Regardless of value, each item stands on its own merits and fits into context with the others like 
variables in a mathematical equation, data in a scientific study, or evidence in a legal argument. 
Unraveling numismatic puzzlements has long been Eric's favorite pursuit, and the items offered from 
his collections reflect his studies of engineering, the law, and the humanities. Drawing upon the facts 
observed from the items themselves as well as empirical evidence from research, Eric continues to enjoy 
solving mysteries and finding new ones to explore. 

The sale begins with selections from Eric's collection of Colonial and Continental currency notes, 
which served as the basis for his essential reference work, The Early Paper Money of America. Eric, 
at 105, continues to work on updates and additions for the sixth edition. His Early American fiscal 
paper opens discussions of Revolutionary War financing. The diverse Civil War Currency features the 
Northern United States Fractional Currency necessary for small change as well as Confederate Treasury 
notes that declined in printing and paper quality as the War pressed into 1864. The Newman Obsolete 
currency provides a remarkable resource for collectors and researchers. The octet of Abel Bowen-printed 
Congreve Patent Back Proofs is remarkable for their colorful, patented diagnostics and historical context. 
The tradition of reporting unpublished or unconfirmed examples from many states continues in this sale. 

Eric has very much enjoyed studying the diverse pieces offered in this sale and hopes that buyers will 
share in his enthusiasm. New discoveries that will deepen our knowledge of American numismatics 
are always within reach. Although the evidence is tangible and constant, new observations are always 
evolving and fulfilling.

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COLONIAL NOTES 


89001 Colony of Connecticut October 10, 1771 20 Shillings Fr. 
CT-167. PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. 

An attractive and uncancelled note from this scarcer series date. Very 
deep, darkly inked printing is seen on both sides. The Timothy Green- 
engraved plate details are amply displayed, making this example quite 
striking. Three strong signatures enhance a beautiful type note repre¬ 
senting this difficult-to-find issue. The noted faults, “Edge Splits; Hinge 
Repairs; Minor Mounting Remnants on Back,” do not impact the overall 
eye appeal.

This note is from another scarcer series. Noted as “Slit Cancelled” and 
with “Small Edge Splits.” The printing clarity makes this quite appealing.

Very Fine 35 Apparent. 

Only 7,000 of this denomination were printed. Uncancelled, and a crisp 
example for the grade boasting clean surfaces. Grading notes some only 
“Small Edge Tears.” Bright and attractive.

These uniface, small size Pence bills are rather distinctive within the 
Colonial Currency series. They were printed on blue paper and white 
paper (those on white are scarcer) by Timothy Green II. This lowest 
denomination blue paper note is uncancelled and not pen registered as 
sometimes encountered. This has only some faint handling and shows a 
very bold red signature of John Brookes.

This is a very sharp, deeply printed, uncancelled example. There is only a 
short “Edge Split at Right” noted by grading.

The highest denomination from the series. With handling and some 
minor faults.

This is a bold and very sharp-looking white paper note. Uncancelled, and 
scarcer than the blue paper variant. Serial number 10679, this has been 
the Newman plate note from the original edition through the current 
fifth edition of The Early Paper Money of America, and is pictured in that 
reference on page 113. The broad margins, sharp printing, and status as a 
Newman plate note make this an excellent representative from the inter¬ 
esting series.

Apparent. 

This change-bill is from the earlier-dated Newman and Haxby listed 
small format scrip note series; it is denominated in the English system. 
This simple note is composed of typeset text, ornamental borders, and 
a crude emblem with one grapevine (the Connecticut seal has three) 
cupped within the bank title. Amazingly, John Hallam (the cashier) and 
Jedediah Huntington (the president), both found space to sign the dimin¬ 
utive note. The printed back has the interesting statement “...instituted for 
the Benefit and Convenience of Trade, Manufactures and Husbandry” 
within a plain frame. Grading notes “Repaired Splits and Tears; Piece 
Replaced at Right.” Very scarce in all grades.

A crisp and boldly printed example with very broad margins all around. 
Face-to-back registration is nearly perfect.

Boardwalk margins appear on all sides. Three sharply penned signatures 
are at bottom right, and the handling is minimal.

This is a scarcer series than the January 1, 1776, notes, and the obligation 
changes to “Delaware State” as opposed to the former Colonial era titles. 
A well-margined note printed by James Adams, with his imprint seen on 
the back. The handling is light and the note quite clean looking.

This higher-denomination note is scarcer than the pence bills from the 
issue. A lightly handled note with close margins all around. Noted are 
some “Minor Mounting Remnants on Back,” near the top and difficult to 
see.

A strongly printed B. FRANKLIN and D. HALL note with distinctive 
animal vignettes on the back, including a finely detailed elephant. The 
imprint on the back is bold. Noted with a “Small Edge Split at Right” 
only. This is in well above average grade for the series and an excel¬ 
lent Franklin and Hall note. Sharp-looking examples from this historic 
imprint are always in demand.

A beautifully balanced type note with full margins. Two sharply penned 
signatures of Laws and Wiltbank are at lower right.

All notes from this early series are very rare to extremely rare. Nearly 
every note from the issue we have handled has been from the Newman 
Collection. The obligation for the denomination 2 shillings 6 pence has 
changed to “This indented Bill of Credit” from the simpler “This Bill.” 
Very pleasing from the face despite some normal faults seen on early 
Colonial notes. This lesser denomination type has ornamental borders 
all around, the left side indent design, and an ornamental cartouche 
at the lower right enclosing the written denomination. Noted by grad¬ 
ing with “Splits” and as “Backed.” Fairly bright overall, and with four 
sharply accomplished signatures. Superior in many regards to the Boyd 
Collection note (Stack’s Ford Part III: 755, May 11-12, 2004, at $1,093) 
that had five sharply penned signatures. This is the first of the type we 
have cataloged here, and it is a significant Georgia rarity.

The lowest 1776 Sterling denominations note; it would have been heav¬ 
ily used for change. Border (d) variety. There are only two signatures, 
McGillivray horizontally, and Wade vertically, and it is unnumbered. 
With pleasing, natural paper surfaces and vibrancy, this example boasts 
strong eye appeal.

This is another interesting 1776 3 pence note with a distinctively differ¬ 
ent lower right cartouche design and ornamental bordering. Border (b) 
variety. Signed by McGillivray horizontally, and Wade vertically. Well 
printed, and with perfectly balanced borders. Noted with nearly invisible 
“Minor Mounting Remnants on Back.” A beautiful type note.

From the face, this very bold example is a perfect type note on beautiful 
paper.

Noted with trivial, virtually invisible, “Minor Mounting Remnants 
on Back.” This is exceptionally bright with wide selvage along the bottom. 
A riveting Sterling series piece.

Bright, boldly printed, and premium quality for the 
assigned grade.

Another marvelous note from the Newman Collection Sterling series 
notes.

This is a rare, large format typeset certificate in black and red text. At far 
left is GEORGIA in red. Border style (u) without upright crosses flanking 
the bottom TEN SHILLINGS. The red text is bold, and the note is broad¬ 
er for the type. Noted with “Splits and Repairs; Tape Repair on Back.” The 
excellent text color contrast makes this a pleasing example.

A very small format note that used eight border variants. Border variety 
(e). There is some light soiling, but the margins are even, and the three 
signatures are clear.

Splitting on 
the vertical crease is paper-taped on the back and noted by grading as 
“Repaired Splits.” The sharp printing and seal contrast are appealing.

This very bold note boasts strong eye-appeal and represents the blue color 
seal series well. Border variety (c) with the odd ornament in the right bor¬ 
der slightly above the middle. With excellent color and strong signatures.

89036 Georgia 1776 Blue-Green Seal $1 Justice Fr. GA-71e. PCGS 
Very Fine 20 Apparent. 

This rare type is from a series with only two denominations, $1 and $4. 
The $4 type is very rare and unpriced in Newman (see Newman Part VII: 
18046, October 2015). Border variety (b) note. Grading mentions “Splits, 
Tears, and Damage; Small Rust Stains and Holes; Tape Repairs.” Though 
the note is a trifle rough, it is very collectible and difficult to obtain.

Extremely Fine 40. 

Well margined, and a nicely balanced type note. The ornamental border¬ 
ing styles correspond with the 1776 Blue-Green Seal $1 notes that are the 
same size as this $3 type. Border variety (h) with “?” in the center of the 
top and bottom borders. Though we note some light side edge toning on 
the back, the note faces up very well.

A second No Resolution Date $3 note. Border variety (g). Complete mar¬ 
gins, a sharp quintet of signatures, and excellent printing make this quite 
an attractive type note.

This is an intriguing seal type with an interesting facing hand emblem 
and misspelled motto ULTIMA RADIO (though printed “RADIO” in 
the seal, it is a plate error and should have been “RATIO”). This border 
(f) variety has a strong blue color seal. Noted by grading with “Small 
Edge Splits and Tears.” However, these minor faults are mostly confined 
to the ample margins. The well-detailed seal is superior to many we have 
observed. Premium quality for the technically assigned PCGS grade.

This is an interesting odd denomination from the 1777 No Resolution 
Date series and rarely encountered in top grades. Border variety (g). 
Grading notes “Splits and Tears; Small Hole at Center; Tape Repairs on 
Back.” However, the note has wide margins, and strong color and print¬ 
ing. A pleasant note overall.

An attractive example of this 1777 seal type and the second highest 
denomination from the issue. Border variety (e). The margins are close 
all around, but the blue seal color is vibrant and well defined. Noted 
with “Minor Ink Erosion; Mounting Remnants on Back.” This is another 
Newman Collection pedigree note that is a premium example for the 
technical grade assigned.

The June 8, 1777 series notes entitled bearers to Continental currency. 
Many of these fractional denomination notes from the series are unusual 
and rare. Border variety (d) as observed on all June 8, 1777, $1/3 notes. 
Noted with “Repaired Edge Tear at Top Left of Center” by grading. 
Bright, well printed, and nicely margined. We have cataloged only one 
other example back in 2005. That raw “Very Fine” note realized $460. 
This is a “sleeper” type that should appeal to specialists.

Boldly inked printing quality.

This is noted only with 
a “Small Edge Split at Left” that is difficult to see. Vibrant and fully mar¬ 
gined with the appearance of a “PPQ” note.

A boldly printed and handsome fractional note from the series with the 
eye appeal of a higher-grade example.

An 
excellent type note.

The 
blue Liberty Cap seal contrasts well with the red and black printing. 
Noted with “Small Edge Splits; Mounting Remnants on Back.” The note is 
pleasing to the eye.

This is a very distinctive, later State-issued note printed by John E. Smith 
in Augusta from an intricate Abernathie-engraved plate. At the upper 
left is a vignette of the 1777 Georgia Constitution and the motto PRO 
BONO PUBLICO (For the public good). Noted with “Minor Mounting 
Remnants and Damage on Corners.” Fully issued and well printed.

This is an attractive note from a series of Maryland notes from which 
high-grade examples are nearly impossible to locate.

Though issued after 1800 and 
not listed in Newman, the style, size, and paper make it a natural fit for 
a Colonial currency collection. These notes are in a diminutive format 
and printed uniface on laid paper. Ornate bordering encloses the obliga¬ 
tions, date, denomination, and small emblem at lower left. Hand-dated 
and signed by both individuals. This pence-denominated scrip note was 
issued by the Church. 

Members of the persecuted Moravian Church, which began under Jan 
Hus in what is now the Czech Republic, began to settle in North Carolina 
on a large tract they named Wachovia, first in Bethabara (1753), then 
Bethania (1759). Although established as a town in 1776, Salem did not 
become the congregation’s administrative center until 1772. There has 
been some controversy about whether the first signature on the note was 
“Stots” or “Stotz,” explainable by various documents with both spellings 
that clearly refer to the same person. A close examination of the signature 
shows “Stots.” Also, the tombstone in the Salem Moravian graveyard, 
known as “God’s Acre,” has the inscription “Samuel Stots,” and lists 
that church warden (1752-1820) with a Pennsylvania birthplace. Conrad 
Kreuser (1753-1845), interred in the same location, was listed as being 
born in Wurtemburg. Clearly, an interesting piece of history from what is 
part of present-day Winston-Salem.

The Continental Loan Office certificates comprise a series of United 
States obligations collected with Colonial American currency and United 
States Federal Loans. These Bill of Exchange certificates were denomi¬ 
nated in dollars and European equivalents depending on whether they 
were ultimately payable abroad or domestically at an authorized location. 
They represented the interest payments due for “Money borrowed by the 
United States” from the federal loan sales made at individual state loan 
offices as noted at the lower left of the obligations. They were printed in 
sheets of four “Bills,” from a “First” at the top to a “Fourth” at the bot¬ 
tom. One or more could be sent simultaneously as necessary for payment 
abroad. Upon redemption of a First Bill, the other three would be void. 
According to William G. Anderson in The Price of Liberty, “If the first bill 
was lost or captured at sea ... the holder would then send the second bill; 
if it too was lost, he would send the third, and so on. In several instances 
Congress authorized duplicate sets issued when all four had been lost 
at sea ...” Only two “First Bills,” both sold by us, have been confirmed 
extant as almost all were redeemed or destroyed. The majority known are 
Fourth Bills. 


This Connecticut certificate is representative of the most commonly 
encountered “at Paris” series. Printed on laid paper, watermarked “United 
States 3.” The exchange bill numeral is incorporated into the watermark 
for counterfeit deterrence. (According to author and collector Ned W. 
Downing, the molds for the watermarked laid paper were fashioned by 
Nathan Sellers, who was released from military service for this purpose. 
See “Transatlantic Paper and the Emergence of the American Capital 
Market” in The Origins of Value, 2003.)

Authorization was 
based upon Colonial enactments passed during the reign of George 
II, specifically the Royal General Court’s June 20, 1744, “Act for ascer¬ 
taining the Rates at which coined Silver & Gold, English half pence & 
farthings, may pass within this Government ... ,” and is engraved within 
the obligations. An authorization of 100,000 pounds Sterling eventu¬ 
ally saw the majority redeemed or replaced with future notes or bonds of 
Massachusetts Bay. This bond was printed from one of the four copper 
plates for which Revere was paid 50 pounds to engrave for the Colony. 

A vibrant, early plate state example with sharp engraving. Broad, full 
sized with a natural and attractive indent showing a significant portion 
of “American Paper.” Grading notes “Splits, Tears, and Hinge Repairs.”

One good Revolution deserves another, especially shortly thereafter. In 
Western Massachusetts, the common agrarian populace seeking debt 
relief felt victimized by the elite merchant class and the unresponsive 
state government. Farmers, many of whom were poorly remunerated for 
military service, were unable to meet the impractical payments demand¬ 
ed, and began losing their lands to debt collectors. Daniel Shays, a former 
captain in the Continental Army, was the leader of an unsuccessful rebel¬ 
lion against this debt collection system during 1786-1787. Shays Rebellion 
in Massachusetts is closely tied to those conditions featuring a large 
issuance of paper money, loan debt, and an inability to pay taxes in hard 
money. This loan certificate is a tangible reminder that sometimes loans 
create loans, that create further loans. The language in the obligation is 
specific to the rebellion event (but not named), and this numbered 66 and 
signed remainder by Higginson, Russell and Payne is a rarity.

AN IMPRESSIVE SERIES OF ABEL BOWEN-PRINTED 
ESSAY PROOF COLOR BACKS USING THE CONGREVE PATENT 

Using the Congreve Patent, Abel Bowen of Boston printed the following array of eight full color back proof essays in approximately 1833 (three of the 
proofs have the text “in the year 1833”). They were once part of a display unit, apparently constructed in the period of manufacture or shortly after. 
Cataloged and offered individually, each stands on its own merits artistically and historically. More importantly, they represent the brief usage of Sir 
William Congreves patented compound-plate color printing in America. 

William Congreve developed his method in response to an 1819-1820 competition held by the Bank of England for new technology to counteract the 
dramatic escalation in the counterfeiting of British paper currency (especially its own) during the Napoleonic Wars era. Congreve, a mechanical engi¬ 
neer and military technician proposed his compound plate patent, which featured color security printing in a single pass using movable parts within one 
plate (as opposed to the multiple passes using separate plates to create multi-color tinting). Two interlocking plates were engraved as a unit, separated 
during the inking process, and reunited for printing, thus avoiding registration issues. The perfect color placement and reticulated white line engrav¬ 
ing would have been impossible to replicate without sophisticated machinery and technical experts. The Bank of England chose not to adopt Congreve’s 
ingenious method. 

However, after publication of Congreves 1820 treatise on the subject (An Analysis of the True Principals of Security Against Forgery ), the Congreve 
Patent was imported to the United States for limited use by the New England Bank Note Company. Initially, Abel Bowen may have made these proofs as 
contract work. Bowen was first noted as an engraver in Gene Hessler’s The Engravers Line , and that reference is quoted in Dave Bowers’ Obsolete Paper 
Money Issued by Banks in the United States 1782-1866. These Bowen-Congreve Patent back proofs from the Newman Collection are specifically cited 
in Bowers’ book. The Bowen imprint is seen at bottom right on all but the black-only proof. We cannot be certain whether these proofs were created by 
Bowen to submit as approvals or if they were produced at the New England Bank Note Company. However, the intaglio quality and color indicate sophis¬ 
ticated, high-level printing. 

The Congreve Patent backs were only used on a few titles, most often seen on the Nahant Bank of Nahant, Massachusetts. Notably from the Newman 
Collection is a Bank of Norfolk, Massachusetts $20 Specimen note on bond paper sold in Newman Part VI: Lot 19132 with the “BANK” style color back 
offered in this selection. It has been nearly forty years since these fascinating color essays were last offered to the collecting community, and they are 
important artifacts and evidence in the study of early American security printing.

At the face center, beneath the title of this municipal 
issue, is a wide drover scene. Two beehives are at the lower left, and a 
cotton plant is at the lower right. “Two Years after date” is stamped in 
Gothic font flanking the bottom of the vignette. Grading notes “Edge and 
Internal Splits.” However, this still has bold color on both sides. We have

Tanner, Kearny & Tiebout engraved this lovely note with the placid scen¬ 
ery and intricate ends. The scene apparently is based on a period sketch of 
the (Thomas) Kirkpatrick Mill, with the mill paced in an accurate loca¬ 
tion within the ridgeline, and the Cahokia Creek. The buildings at left 
though are likely exaggerated. According to Ms. Travous, the sketch was 
drawn with Kirkpatrick’s log cabin behind. Edwardsville is in the vicinity 
of St. Louis and is the third oldest city in Illinois.

The town was named for stockholder George Sumner, brother of the 
Massachusetts senator Charles Sumner. The senator was savagely struck 
with a cane by Preston Brooks of South Carolina on the Senate floor, 
May 22, 1856. This occurred after business closed on the day he deliv¬ 
ered his “Crime Against Kansas” speech attacking Stephen Douglas and 
South Carolina senator Andrew Butler. The incorporated town, reaching 
2,000 inhabitants, lost a key election to become the county seat and this 
setback and a tornado in 1860 dashed its significance. These Sumner 
Company notes circulated, but were payable after sixty days as written. 
Lithographed on white on paper by T.R. Hiland, Boston with Agriculture 
seated at the upper left. End panels show “2” at left and perpendicular 
TWO at the right. Fully signed and issued. Some mottled foxing is a bit 
harshly noted as “Stained” by PCGS.

COTTEN” along the top is flanked by small steamboat vignettes. Under 
is 25 - TWENTY FIVE CENTS - 25 with the text slanted backwards. The 
obligation in two lines is: “Due by Narcisse Paris,/Redeemable in Three 
Dollars.” At lower left, 25 CENTS is in a cartouche and at lower right, the 
vanity signature of the issuer. It seems logical that this is the Confederate 
steamer /. A. Cotton referred to in 1862-1863 period accounts. If so, it was 
a partially ironclad steamer that was originally built in Jeffersonville, 
Indiana. Accounts have it being sunk by Union forces April 14, 1863, at 
Bayou Teche. The spelling difference is an anomaly, and not uncommon 
for the period. This is certainly worthy of exhaustive research. If it is con¬ 
firmed as a Confederate navy-related scrip issue, its historical importance 
cannot be overstated.

Livingston, a Confederate army major, 
fought under Stand Waitie’s First Cherokee Mounted Rifles among 
other assignments. He died leading a battle on July 11, 1863. This note 
is printed on delicate pink rag paper without imprint.

Union 
is at lower left, and Amphitrite is at the right. Margins are clear and even, 
the paper and printing fresh.

Washington’s agree¬ 
ment hinged upon the inclusion of his friend General Hugh Mercer in the 
1783-4 composition George Washington at the Battle of Princeton. The 
dramatic adaptation by Casilear, Durand & Co., known as The Death of 
General Mercer, shows the bayoneted Mercer dying in surgeon Benjamin 
Rush’s arms as Washington gestures toward the battle in the distance. 
Barely seen, a rider approaches from afar with the white flag of surrender. 
The genuine note is known to us only as the proof in the Ford Collection. 
However, the note was copied in the period, and one flaw is in the Justice 
vignette, where the scales are in the wrong hand compared to the genu¬ 
ine. Although grading notes “Minor Edge Damage and Hinge Repair 
at Bottom Left; Pinholes,” the history is significant and this example is 
appealing.

N.” across the left is the official face endorsement, and the written “Paid” 
vertically down the center notes the redemption.

2 for $763.75. This is a simple typeset note, printed on laid paper, with 
a beaded border all around, a type ornament at top center, and a bold 
denomination across. It is similar to New York War of 1812 period scrip. 
Great Bend, Susquehanna County, is two miles from the New York bor¬ 
der, and notes may have been issued from both sides of the river separat¬ 
ing the two states. Noted are “Small Edge Splits and Tears” and “Tape 
on Back.” There is a small inkblot at lower left. The paper is solid with 
embossing seen to the back. This is a charming rarity that continues to 
exemplify the Newman Collection’s diversity of issuers, genres and his¬ 
torical context.

Ornate end panels, with 
FRANKLIN COUNTY at the right end, are characteristic of the Murray, 
Draper, Fairman & Co, plate engraving. We have handled only one note 
from the title, an unlisted $100 denomination note. That magnificent rep¬ 
resentative realized $3,818.75 at the 2014 FUN sale. Though not as lofty as 
that high-denomination example, this is significant and attractive.

In 1781, the Bank of North America became the first bank chartered by 
Congress. It commenced issuing demand notes in 1782, launching the 
Obsolete banknote issuing period. The earliest stockholders included sev¬ 
eral Founding Fathers. It was referred to as “The Bank” early on, due to 
its official functions involving the federal government. The bank issued 
several series, evolving by using different engraving imprints and styles 
over eight decades to thwart counterfeiters and issue superbly crafted 
notes. It eventually became the National Bank of North America in 1864. 
It “exists” today within Wells Fargo and its acquisition of the Wachovia 
several years ago. This is an important contemporary counterfeit type 
and one of the earliest dated Obsolete banknotes, genuine or counterfeit. 
This second series and type is listed in The Early Paper Money of America 
(5th edition, page 362). A choice condition “B” position contemporary 
counterfeit. The original, without imprint, is copied well. Engraved obli¬ 
gations cover most of the note. At upper left is an oval counter “20” encir¬ 
cled by thirteen stars, and there is a dark oval die with “XX” in left center. 
At the far left end is perpendicular TWENTY in shaded letters covered 
by an ornately engraved BANK. Note the “B” plate letter is printed in 
red ink and the note has a plain back making this an unlisted variant of 
PA-465 C214. Most notes of this rare type have printed “mirror-image” 
backs. Eric P. Newman studied these observed variants and obtained a 
few examples of this type. They indicate different counterfeit plates were 
used for this series and denomination. There are no genuine issued notes 
known and there is one “A” position face proof plated in Haxby. Noted as 
“Pen Cancelled” consisting of an “X” in the center. The Newman Plate 
note, with a 1792 date and printed back, realized $3,290 graded PCGS

There is a 
lighter “20” to its right, showing to the back, and dark oval die with “XX” 
in left center, At the far left end is perpendicular TWENTY in shaded let¬ 
ters under an ornately engraved BANK. The printed back has an ornate, 
mirror image TWENTY that shows to the face slightly, unlike the show- 
through when printed on thinner paper, which mimics a protector in 
some respects. The face is very clean, and some penned endorsements 
are on the back.

This is appropriate 
since there are Philadelphia parent bank types, written branch location 
notes, spurious and contemporary counterfeit notes, and some series that 
are not listed. Since those written branch locations were actually written 
in at the specific city of issue, it is appropriate to classify them to those 
states and cities as we have done in the Newman Collection cataloging. 
Some of the earliest types are listed in Newman. Texts are across, coun¬ 
ters are at the top, an oval eagle vignette is at bottom center, and drop- 
shadowed TEN is perpendicular on a shaded end panel at the left.

The $2 features two gold 
dollars with a farmer and milkmaid resting at the top right. At the left is 
a rare tall vignette of hanging deer after being felled, guarded by a trusty 
canine. Henry Clay is at the lower right. On the $3 impression are three 
men representing different commercial pursuits and three gold dol¬ 
lars. A Native American princess is at the left and a Lewis Cass portrait 
is at the lower right.
